“Vulcan Oil Rig Arrives” is the big 
display headinng of the following ar¬ 
ticle from the Calgary Herald, which 
describes the progress and activities 
of the local company, which is now 
commanding the greatest attention of 
any in the field, and incidentally con¬ 
tinues the prominence which Vulcan 
has through its enterprises in various 
lines; “A. G. Spooner, managing di¬ 
rector of the Vulcan Oils Ltd., was 
notified by the railway, Tuesday, of 
the arrival of a car load of rig irons 
for the new well which the company 
will drill shortly in Turner Valley. 
The rig is one of the heaviest ever 
brought into Calgary, shipped here by 
the Union Iron Works of Iola, Kansas, 
and will be cleared through the cus¬ 
toms Tuesday afternoon and shipped 
immediately to Okotoks, when it will 
be transported to the location about 
a mile and a quarter northwest of 
Royalite No. 4 producer. The rig was 
ordered specially by Messrs. Snyder 
and Bagley, who drilled in the Royal¬ 
ite No. 4 for the Northwest Company. 
Tom Viser, the contractor who will 
build the derrick, took a crew out to 
the location, Tuesday, and with the 
timbers on' the ground, work was star¬ 
ted at once. Power for the well will 
be supplied by a 50-horse-power Wat- 
rous boiler, and the best casing made 
has been bought from {he Youngstown 
company. No time will be lost, said 
Mr. Spooner, in rushing the rig to 
completion for “spudding in.”

WE ARE OVER GOVERNED 

The statement has been made upon 
authority that one-seventh of the net 
revenue from Canadian industrial en¬ 
terprises must be paid out of taxes, 
dominion, provincial and municipal. If 
such is the case is it any wonder that 
business generally is not as brisk as it 
might be. Everybody recognizes that 
we are overgovemed and under popu¬ 
lated but how can we change it It 
will require the honesLeffort of every 
member of parliament, federal and 
provincial, to put a stop to unneces¬ 
sary expenditures in the shape of pub¬ 
lic works, public buildings, wharves, 
canals, etc. t in various doubtful con¬ 
stituencies. Make your representative 
believe that you do not want money 
spent in your own district unless it .is 
going to be productive of trade or rev¬ 
enue and if such course is honestly 
followed throughout the dominion we 
would soon get on a sound business 
basis and the budget would soon be bal 
anced. Meanwhile the burden is al¬ 
most too great to bear and a decrease 
in taxes must come or the people will 
rise in their might and smite the gov¬ 
ernment that will not adopt economic 
measures to reduce taxation. 

THE NEW POOLS 

Dui ing the past month this paper 
has announced the big drive for mem¬ 
berships in the Provincial Dairy, Live¬ 
stock and Poultry Pools, which would 
start on June 8 and continue until 
June 28. These three new co-operative 
marketing pools are now in process 
of organization by the farmers of the 
province and farmers generally should 
be ready for the canvassers when they 
call upon them,- The co-operative 
spirit appears to be a dominant factor 
in rural affairs at the present time. 
The principle of co-operative market¬ 
ing has generally been accepted now 
in the province as a sound one. The 
wheat pool has been in operation for 
two sessions, and under capable- man¬ 
agement appears to have been success¬ 
ful. The wheat pool was organized 
because of a distinctive demand from 
the farmers themselves. The three 
new pools are being organized for 
precisely the same reason. The drive 
for memberships for these hew pools 
is now under way. If the drive is suc¬ 
cessful, it will be only because the 
farmers who have demanded the pools 
have given ooncrete evidence of this 
by signing contracts. It remains with 
the farmers themselves whether the 
pools will succeed or fail. During the 
present membership drive, many meet¬ 
ings will be held to discuss the pools. 
Speakers will be there to explain and 
answer questions. Farmers should 
take the trouble to attend these meet¬ 
ings and to seek all information pos¬ 
sible. Those who are opposed to the 
pools—and there is some opposition— 
should TxsTair enough to hear what 
the speakers have to say, and to put 
their doubts before the meetings, that 
all angles of the situation may be re¬ 
vealed and thoroughly discussed. 

EXTRAVAGANCE 

The expenditure of $1,300,000 in a 
terminal grain elevator at Prince 
Rupert this year by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment is absolutely uncalled for and 
a bridge which will cost Canada $8,- 
000,000 at Montreal is another expen¬ 
diture that should be delayed until 
our taxes are reduced. These costly 
undertakings should not be gone on 
with until the dominion secures more 
population and we are in a position to 
meet our obligations. With the coun¬ 
try crying for reduced taxation, it 
looks bad to see our government add¬ 
ing further unnecessary expenditures 
on this debt burdened country. 

If the majority really ruled, the lo¬ 
comotives would have to stop at the 
crossings for the flivers.—Arkansas 
Gazette. 


FARMING PAYS 

Addressing the Board of Trade of 
Centra) and Northern Alberta, Mr. H. 
Gordon, District Superintendent of the 
Government Land Branch, stated "that 
84,000 men engaged in farming in the 
Province of Alberta during the year 
1924 had a return directly from the 
land from farm products of $217,000,- 
000; that is a gross •'average of more 
than $2,300 per^farmer over and above 
what he raised for his own consump¬ 
tion. His net average, therefore, is 
as high, if not higher, than the aver¬ 
age return of the city resident." 

ANOTHER GOOD BOND SALE 

The Provincial Treasury has just 
concluded negotiations for the sale of 
$2,250,000 4 % per cent twenty-year 
bonds dated June 15, 1926, for July 
delivery and payment. The price re¬ 
ceived was highly satisfactory to gov¬ 
ernment officials, as the basis- of sale 
is considerably better than received by 
the Province since 1913. These bonds 
are being offered in New York to-day 
at a price of 96.17, which is a yield 
rate of 4.80. The purchasers are the 
National City Company and Harris, 
Forbes and Company, who also pur¬ 
chased by tender the April refunding 
issue of the Province. The price in 
this case, however, is much higher. 
Hon. R. G. Reid, Provincial Treasurer, 
states that the bond market appears 
to be very active at present for this 
class of bonds, and he considered it 
advisable to take advantage of the 
prevailing high prices before the us¬ 
ual reaction of the holiday months set 


DISTRICTS BEING ORGANIZED 

Considerable activity in the organi¬ 
zation of municipal hospital districts 
in the province is noticed. Those now 
in process of location are StettlerJ 
Sedgewick, Vulcan and Warner. TheJ 
Provincial Health Department has al-' 
so been notified of the closing of the 
Innisfail private hospital, and is asked 
to consider the formation of a munici¬ 
pal hosptal district in that vicinity. 
The Onoway municipal hospital has 
made an enviable record for the 
month of May, in that its cost of op- 
per&tion per patient day for that 
month is but $1.98, which includes the 
payment of l-12th of the fixed charg¬ 
es. This hospital maintains a full-sal¬ 
aried doctor and staff. , 

FOLLOWS ALBERTA LEAD 

Following the lead of Alberta, the 
Province of Ontario has now decided 
to establish the compulsory grading 
of cream, and the Department of Agri¬ 
culture has given notice to that effect. 
The three western provinces and the 
Province of Quebec already have the 
cream-grading system in effect, and 
British Columbia will introduce it next 
year, so that when Ontario completes 
its arrangement the same system will 
be in effect throughout practically all 
of Canada. Alberta commenced the 
grading of cream a good many years' 
ago, and in addition to this, three 
years ago instituted a system of gov¬ 
ernment grading of cream which has 
now been followed by Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan and several States of 
the Union.

The public is cautioned against pay¬ 
ing money to insurance canvassers 
who cannot produce the proper creden¬ 
tials. Every authorized agent of an 
insurance company should be in a 
position to produce proper evidence to 
show that he is a qualified and duly 
appointed agent. 

A total of 65 lives were lost in the 
U. S. during the most disastrous heat 
wave in history. The hot wave lasted 
from six to eight days. While here in 
the west the weather, if anything, has 
b^en on the cool side. For embracing 
exhiliriating weather, the Alberta 
brand cannot be excelled. 

Grant Hall, vice president of the C. 
P.R., after a trip through Alberta and 
B. C., remarked that there is every 
reason to feel sanguine that there will 
be a bumper crop in the west this year. 
Never before had things shaped bet¬ 
ter at this season of the year and the 
growing feeling of optimism was 
bound to have a fine effect on business 
in general. 

Last year Alberta exported to Bri¬ 
tain and other countries over 4,000,000 
pounds of butter, which was a little 
less than one-fifth of the total produc¬ 
tion of creamery butter. During the 
present season it is estimated that the 
surplus of export will increase to 7,- 
000,000 lbs., which would be seven 
times what the exportable surplus was 
four years ago. 

A straw hat is a rather slight and 
inconsequental thing, yet it keeps the 
wheels turning in ninety-six American 
factories and supports a $30,000,000 
industry. It also performs other use¬ 
ful services. By constantly proving 
that straw shows which way the wind 
blows it fosters faith in proverbs.

Alberta’s representative at the 
Norse-American centennial at Minne¬ 
apolis which opened this week will be 
Dr. F. A. Norbye, of Camrose, Alber¬ 
ta, Norwegian Vice-Consul, who is in 
attendance at the centennial. A 
special message of greeting from the 
people of Alberta was sent to the con- 
tennial by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Acting 
Premier, on behalf of the Government. 

Individual farmers of Alberta who 
win prizes at the International Show 
at Chicago again the coming winter, 
will receive recognition from the Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agriculture as 
was the case last year. The Depart¬ 
ment will give $1£0 and $160 respec¬ 
tively to Grand Championships and 
Firsts winners in livestock and seed 
grain, the prizes to be confined to pri¬ 
vate exhibitors, the provincial, univer¬ 
sity, experimental farm or railway 
exhibits not included.

It 
is considered probable that a number 
of those connected with the work in 
the field will make their home here.— 
Okotoks Review. 


INTERESTING ITEMS 

The Banff-Windermere Highway 
across the Rockie was opened for traf¬ 
fic May 31 and already there has been 
considerable traffic over the road. 

The shipment of several thousand 
head of buffalo from the Wainwright 
National Park to the northland where 
they will be set free will commence 
shortly. 

More than 600 cattle were included 
in the last livestock shipment from 
Edmonton to the Scottish market, the 
consignors being Livestock Producers 
of Canada. 

Automobile licenses taken out in 
the Calgary district for 1925 exceeded 
the number issued in 1924 by 600, a 
condition which is parallelled in all 
parts of the province. 

The summer courses for teachers 
will be held at the University this year 
from July 6 to August 8, and the at¬ 
tendance is expected to be fully up to 
former years. 

Soldier settlers in Southern Alberta 
have already averaged 80 acres seeded 
to wheat this spring and the areas will 
be increased by the time that opera¬ 
tions are concluded, so supervisor Ar¬ 
thur Perrey, of Lethbridge, reports.. 

The season of 1924 saw more than 
90,000 tourists visit the Rocky Moun. 
tain National Park, according to fig¬ 
ures recently made public. This was 
an increase of about 20,000 over -the 
previous year. 

Preparations are under way for the 
erection of a new Catholic college to 
be affiliated with the University of Al¬ 
berta at Edmonton. It is estimated 
that the construction costs of the new 
collegiate building will approximate 
$ 200 , 000 . 

During the recent Prohibition pleb¬ 
iscite in Ontario, a prominent Ottawa 
man, who is an ardent prohibitionist, 
was surprised by a visit at his office 
of his small barelegged son. “Hullo, 
young man,” the father said. “What 
brought you to town?” “I was in a 
parade,’’ the little boy said proudly. 
“What parade?" asked the father. 
“I don’t know,” he answered; “but I 
carried a big sign.” “What was on 
the sign?” asked the man curiously, 
and almost collapsed as his son replied 
“ ‘MY FATHER’S A DRUNKARD! 
I’ve got no shoes!’ ”—Everybody’s. 

Mr. W. A. Waldron, Co-operation 
and Markets Commissioner for the 
Department of Agriculture of the 
Province of Saskatchewan, held a 
conference with Mrs. F. E. Wyman, 
Secretary of the Alberta Co-operative 
Poultry Pool, on Tuesday, June 2nd, 
in organization of the Provincial Poul¬ 
try Pools now under way in both Alber 
to and Saskatchewan. Among other 
matters discussed was the necessity of 
an interprovincial organization or 
arrangement whereby the Provincial 
Pools would centralize their selling 
agency, as it would prove disastrous 
to have the Pools competing with each 
other on domestic or foreign markets. 


The Province-wide drive for mem¬ 
berships for the dairy, livestock and 
poultry pools is well under way, and 
will be in progress until June 28th. 

| In connection with the drive, a great 
1 campaign of meetings covering every 
district in the province, is being held. 
There will be more than 500 of these 
meetings, with speakers including pro¬ 
vincial, legislative members and prom¬ 
inent agriculturists. Preparations for 
the reception to Alberta of Walton H. 
Peteet, the American co-operative ex¬ 
pert who is to assist the pools with 
five meetings in the province, are 
practically complete. Mr. Peteet, who 
is Secretary of the federation of all 
U. S. co-operative marketing associ¬ 
ations will arrive in Lethbridge, June 
13th, and will me met there by Prem¬ 
ier Greenfield or Acting Premier Hoad- 
ley, and A. B. Claypool, Chairman of 
the Joint Pool Committee. Mr. Pe¬ 
teet will speak in Lethbridge, Satur¬ 
day, June 13th, and in Calgary June 
15th, where' a special reception will 
also be held for him. Mr. Peteet i 
speaks in Red Deer, Tuesday, June 16, 
and in Edmonton June 17. At Cam-' 
rose the Board of Trade has taken 
entire charge of arrangements for 
Mr. Peteet’s visit there, June 18th. 
Mr. Peteet’s speech at Calgary will be 
broadcasted from the Calgary Herald 
Station, and in Edmonton from the 
Edmonton Journal Station. 

During last week the Saskatchewan 
Livestock investigational committee, 
headed by Hon. Geo. Langley, paid a 
visit* to the province and held confer¬ 
ences with the pool officials, getting 
information on the organization of 
the pools in Alberta. 

Contracts for all three pools contin¬ 
ue to arrive at headquarters, and the 
pools have opened the concentrated 
drive for memberships with a consid¬ 
erable percentage of their objectives 
already signed up. 

DEMAND FOR DAY-OLD CHICKS 

Greater interest in poultry is evi¬ 
dent this year from the unusual de¬ 
mand there has been for the bred-to- 
lay strains of poultry produced at the 
Provincial Poultry Plant at Oliver: 
Thus far a total of 14,094 chicks have 
been distributed among farmers and 
poultry keepers in the province which 
is several thousand in excess of the 
quantity distributed in any previous 
year. This is the second season for 
the Mammoth incubator at Oliver and 
the service extended is being taken ad¬ 
vantage of by an increasing number 
of farmers.

The 
Poultry Plant and the Hatchery is op¬ 
erated by the Poultry Branch of the 
Provincial Department of Agriculture 
and serves as a source from which 
farmers and poultry producers in Al¬ 
berta may secure better breeding 
stock to improve the egg production 
and meat value of their flocks.

Medicine Hat has had only one arrest for drunkenness in the first three 
months of 1925. 

Lethbridge for the month of April 1925 reports only one arrest-for 
drunkenness. 

Police officials enforce, to the best of their ability, all lavv^s whether 
popular or otherwise. Public comment by them as to the desirability or 
popularity of any Act would be contrary to police ethics. r -

“We get ready assistance and co-operation from citizens in cmorci.i; 
the new Act; this was not our experience under the old Act.” 

“Liquor prosecution* are becoming few and far between.” 


THE STAMPEDE 

The morinng of the 3rd of June, be¬ 
ing dark and cloudy, kept away hun¬ 
dreds of people who would have at¬ 
tended the Stampede staged on O. L. 
McPherson’s Ranch. But the cowboys 
with rambling spirit came, in spite of 
all dark clouds. About 12 o’clock the 
sun came out and the crowd began to 
gather. The hills surrounding the 
natural arena were soon lined with 
cars but a great many of the specta¬ 
tors sat on the hillside and viewed the 
performance within the shelter the 
hills afforded from the cold wind. 

The Stampede was opened with a 
parade of mounted cowboys and cow¬ 
girls. Mr. Kilroe of the Vulcan studio 
took pictures while the parade was in 
full swing. 

Then the riding began, riders being 
announced by Lew Douglas. Entries 
for tjie saddle riding contest were as 
follows: Pat Smith, Crossfield; Don 
McDonald, Leo Watrin; Slim Watrin;! 
and George McIntosh, all of High Ri¬ 
ver; Carl Forester, Irricana; Pete 
Knight, Carstairs; George Trineman 
and Seaman Bud of Reid Hill; and I 
Henry Philpott, Champion. All these 
boys were lucky in drawing a real 
bucking horse in the preliminary rid¬ 
ing. Pat Smith drew Clarkson Bay in 
bareback riding but before he got very 
far, he found his horse was a little too 
much for him so he homesteaded in 
the arena. However that did not dam¬ 
pen the ardor of the rest of the riders 
for they seemed more determnied than 
ever to ride the rough old outlaws, 
scratching just as high as they could 
find any horse. 

George McIntosh came out on a wild 
steer and took his claim about thirty 
feet from the chute. Later, Carl For¬ 
ester came out on Paul Bunion’s Yel¬ 
low Ox and made a wonderful exhibi- 
—tion, but the ox was not satisfied to 
give up when Forester had dismounted 
and made several rounds of the arena 
putting every spectator outside where 
he belonged. He then made his way 
outside the arena scattering people 
right and left, Mr. Kilroe himself be¬ 
ing saved from attack by a hasty en¬ 
trance into a car. 

Great amusement was caused when 
a wild cow came galloping out of the 
chute bearing two cowboys, George 
McIntosh and Don McDonald, riding 
face to face. 

The calf roping was not very suc¬ 
cessful as the calves were too fast for 
the ropers. 

The wild horse race was a big fea¬ 
ture of the day and Some real broncos 
were eared down and saddled in the 
arena. Pat Smith received first prize, 
Bert Long, second, Jimmy Dew, third. 

The last and most amusing event of 
the Stampede was the wild cow milk¬ 
ing contest. Nearly every cow put up 
a fight and thj milkers were quite un¬ 
easy until they procured their cup of 
milk and got away to a safe distance. 

The results of the contests were as 
follows: Saddle riding, Leo. Watrin, 
first; Slinm Watrin, second; Don Mc¬ 
Donald and Pete Knight divided the 
third money. Bareback Horse Ridingj 


Don McDonald, first;George McIntosh 
second; Carl Forester, third. Steer 
Riding, Don. McDonald first;Carl For¬ 
ester, second; Henry Philpott, third; 
Wild Cow Milking, Jimmy Dew first; 
Lew Douglas, second; Dick Broderick, 
third. The contestants were all well 
satisfied with the awards for their 
day’s work and after it was all qver, 
they cleaned up for the big dance at 
the Opera House given by McLean 
Bros, of Ensign. The riders were 
treated to a free admittance by the 
musicians. A large crowd was in at¬ 
tendance and a good time was had by 
all. 

' The promoters of the Stampede, 
Barney Hogg and Bert Long, are to 
be congratulated on the way in which 
everything was conducted and al¬ 
though the crowd was not so large as 
expected still, all who were present 
were well pleased and went home sat¬ 
isfied that this was the best exhibition 
of its kind ever held in the community. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

A memorial tablet for the mounted 
police who located Fort Calgary in 
1875 will be erected on a portion of 
the site of the Calgary City Hall, ac¬ 
cording to arrangements made with 
the Federal Government in connection 
with Calgary’s 50th anniversary and 
jubilee to be held this summer, com¬ 
memorating the coming of the mount¬ 
ed police. 

After two weeks of rather unsettled 
weather with overcast conditions and 
numerous showers, the clouds became 
settled and a steady rain began falling 
on Tuesday night last, which lasted 
for well over twenty-four hours and 
was a veritable downpour throughout 
most of the time. With the weather 
mild it was a warm rain and extended 
throughout the entire district and gen¬ 
erally throughout the province. About 
one and a half inches of rain fell in 
this particular downpour, and coming 
gradually and steadily, as it did, it all 
went into the ground and was of vast 
benefit to the growing crops. Condi¬ 
tions consequently never looked bet¬ 
ter in this particular locality and the 
present moisture is sufficient to con¬ 
tinue the crops for the next month or 
so, when, with another rain, a bumper 
crop should be realized in this district. 
The prices of grains are holding up 
fairly well, with fluctuations almost 
daily, but with the general tendancy 
to keep at a level. The prospects of 
good prices for the coming season are 
bright, as reports from the foreign 
countries all show a decrease in crop 
estimates which in some localities are 
large and a material increase in sup¬ 
ply must be looked for from some 
source and Canada will perhaps be 
called upon to fill some of the short- j 
age. The elevators are now being cal-1 
led upon to close out stocks on hand 
and all are busy in this regard. The 
local prices Vo-day are as follows: 
Wheat $1.53; Oats 44 cent:; Barley 67 
cents; Rye 90 cents and Flax $2.10. 
Showers are predicted at present but 
with the gradual barometric tendan- 
cies upward, indications are for some 
pleasant warm weather to follow.

| The famous Turner Valley is rapid¬ 
ly assuming the appearance of a pros¬ 
perous oil community as a tour of 
that locality reveals. Here is what is 
taking place: 

Big Chief Company, 400 yards “north 
of Royalite No. 6, mile and a half 
southeast of Royalite No. 4, derrick 
completed, setting up engine, boiler 
and machinery. 

Royalite No. 6 giant rotary, all 
hooked up, ready to start drilling on 
Monday morning; mile and a half 
southeast of Royalite No. 4. 

Royalite No. 5, drilling, reported 
down about 200 feet Saturday night. 
220 yards north of No. 4 Royalite 
gasoline spouter. 

Illinois-Alberta, half mile north¬ 
west of Royalite 4; crew still drilling 
around bit at bottom of 3,040-foot 
hole, preliminary to fishing for it; wet 
gas pressure continues heavy with 
occasional spurts of oil. 

Advance Oil Co., three and a half 
miles southeast of Royalite 4; both 
derricks for new No. 2 well and for 
No. 1, the old Acme, completed and 
all hooked up ready to start. Crew 
started Tuesday on No. 1, cementing 
under outside pipe to shut off surface 
water from 3,160-foot hole prelimin¬ 
ary to baling out hole for deeper dril¬ 
ling. No. 2 due to spud in Thursday 
or Friday morning of this Week; to 
start with 20-inch casing. 

McLeod No. 2, 600 feet east of Mc¬ 
Leod No. 1 producer, and a half mile 
south of Royalite No. 4; derrick com¬ 
pleted, all machinery and engine in¬ 
stalled, connecting up with boiler, ex¬ 
pect to spud in Wednesday of this 
week. 

Canada Southern Oil & Refining 
po. engaged in straightening old 
Prudential well, half mile southwest 
of Royalite No. 1; drillers down 2,300 
feet in old hole, having straightened 
it that depth, and making rapid pro¬ 
gress to bottom. 

Indiana-Alberta, old Herron Elder 
mile south of Royalite No. 4, % mile 
southwest of Royalite No. 1, still 
pumping 15 barrels per day in pump¬ 
ing test, preliminary to plans for 
deeper drilling. 

Vulcan Oil Co., mile and quarter 
northwest of Royalite No. 4; derrick 
timbers on ground; awaiting arrival 
of heavy standard rig en route from 
Titusville, Pa. 


EGG PRODUCTION SERVICE 

I 

The Poultry Branch of the Provin¬ 
cial Department of Agriculture has 
arranged to give personal direction 
and instruction in the breeding and 
management of farm poultry flocks to 
a limited number of farmers in Alber¬ 
to who make application and agree to 
the conditions upon which the service 
will be given. On the part of the De¬ 
partment the service will involve the 
employment of one or more experienc¬ 
ed poultrymen who will spend their 
time visiting the farms of applicants 
and take direct charge of applicant’s 
various poultry operations. The ser- 
viec will be given gratuitously pro¬ 
viding applicants' for two years will 
undertake to follow the instruction 
given. The agreement may be can¬ 
celled at any time and for any reason 
by either party. Only those appli¬ 
cants will be considered who will un¬ 
dertake to carry a flock of commercial 
size (from 100 to 200), choose one of 
the breeds recommended, improve the 
flock by purchase of high quality 
hatching eggs, day-old chicks or male 
or female breeding stock as recom¬ 
mended, re-model the existing poultry 
house if not suitable or construct a 
new house according to plans submit¬ 
ted, install proper brooding and feed¬ 
ing equipment if needed, and carry 
on all feeding, rearing and manage¬ 
ment operations according to the in¬ 
structions of the Poultry Branch rep¬ 
resentative; all of which may involve 
an initial expenditure of from $200 to 
$400 on the part of the applicant. The 
Department feels that if instructions 
are followed in detail applicants can 
be shown how to produce eggs in the 
high-price period, how to raise produc¬ 
tion from its present low level to at 
least 150 eggs per hen per year, how 
to breed bo insure continued improve-
